Ingenious Device for Locking Cars. 


F. E. King, an E. & T. H. freight depot 


clerk, has been granted a patent on a 
seal lock, which is pronounced to be 
the best thing out. The lock is a spring 
loop, four or five inches in length, with 
a hooked portion permanently attached 
at one end to one arm of the loop, the 
other end being free, 
but 
contain- 


ing the hook into which tho other 
arm of tho loop securely fits after it has 
been sprung into place. »Tho loop is in 
the shape of a shepherd's crook, or better, 
an oxyoke. The hooked portion, which 
is attached to one prong of the yoke is at 
right angles to the axis of the loop. ' 
After the free prong of the loop has 
been sprung into the hook, into which 
it is held by a projecting lip, a small 
leaden rivet is inserted through aper- 
tures just outside the lip, and stamped 
with the seal of tho company. The lock

Such 
colonies have come from Emop? at dif- 
!erant times and made settlements in 
Pennsylvania, 
Minnesota, 
Missouii, 


Kansas, Coloi ado, the Ddkolas and other 
states, an<3 they have uniformly proved 
;o be successful. The same thing can 
be done in the South by Northern men 
wishing to make homes there. Mr. Rog- 
ers presents the matter without having 
any personal end to perve, simply as a 
justness proposition to be considered by 
those who aie interested in the subject 
of Southern immigration; and certainly 
t deserves the attention of the people 
of both sections.

New Bills by Cochran.

MUSCULAR WONDER. 


A Frenchman Who Can Control Ills Whole 


Anatomy at Will. 


M. do Quatrefages, the French 
nat- 


uralist, reports the scientific cxamina- 
iion of one of the most remarkable 
luman curiosities or monstrosities ever 
:nown. The person in question is Sim- 
eon Aiguire, who lives in one of the 
French provincial towns, and who has 
:ontrol over liis body to such a remark- 
able degree that reports concerning his 
doings were all discredited up to the 
time of the Qnatrefages investigation. 
It was found, as had Tiecn reported, 
that Aiguire was not only an adept in 
the arts of the contortionist, but that 
Ue could, through his peculiar system 
of muscles and nerves, instantly cause 
his flesh to appear as if it had been 
transformed into solid stone. When in 
this peculiar condition his flesh conld 
bo struck with a cane or with a metal 
instrument, whereupon it would give 
off a ringing sound as though tho blows 
had fallen on a marble statue. Assum- 
ing a different attitude he would throw 
his intestines forward and appear as 
one hideously deformed, and the nest 
moment he could draw them up into 
the thorax and appear ,a.s a living skele- 
ton.

Aiguire's ability to control the circula- 
tion of his blood. This he did. to the 
satisfaction of all present by first stop- 
ping all circulation on one side o'f his 
body and then on the other.

A Gigantic Floating \» ced. 


The giant of the seaweed family, and 


the largest known species of marine 
algae, bears tho scientific name al 
Neroeystis. It occasionally attains a 
length of 300 feet and is kept afloat OB 
the ocean's surface on account of being 
buoyed by bladder-like enlargements 
of the stein, which are filled with 
air. 


As the plant grows older these globose, 
bladderlike excrescences swell into 
great retort-shaped cylinders, 0 to 7 
feet in length, and between 4 and 5 
feet in diameter. Where this planl 
grows in any considerable quantity it 
becomes impossible for small crafts to 
pass through them on account of the 
density of this floating mass of vegeta- 
tion.

Early in the sixties when the town- 


site of Atchison was first being settled 
up, a tall, intellectual looking woman,' 
giving- her name as Miss Sarah Abdell, 
and who said she was from the east, 
arrived on a steamer and announced 
that she had come to establish the first 
colleg-e in Kansas. She stated that the 
college would teach the sciences and 
higher branches, although some atten- 
tion would also be given to children. 
Although there were a good many men 
in the town the women did not number 
more than a dozen, and the children 
were fewer still. The men paid more 
attention to an education in shooting 
than in book knowledge, and the out- 
look was certainly not very encourag- 
ing- for an educator who wanted to 
found a college. If the learned teacher 
thought she had made a mistake she 
evidently did not propose to show it, 
for she ordered her college built and 
paid for the building- when it was com- 
pleted. It was one of the best build- 
ings in the town at that time and her 
pluck attracted the admiration of the 
inhabitants. 


The few children in town enrolled, 


but no college students could be seen 
gamboling on the campus, which, by 
the way, was covered with a thick 
srrowth of hazel brush and wild rose 
bushes. Whether the learned founder 
of the college—"The Western Uni- 
versity" it had been 
named—had 


imagined that Kansas was then com- 
posed of men whose sons wanted some- 
thing easier than work, or whether 
she thought the bull team drivers 
pined for a "higher" life, the oldest 
settlers cannot now remember; but 
anyway she did not receive the class 
of patronage she anticipated. 
Within 


a year or so a good many families 
moved to Atchison. The "students" 
who crowded the schoolroom were just 
learning to read, write and cipher. 
This was exasperating, but the cul- 
tured teacher was still confident that 
her university was to become a great 
institution of learning- and took no 
pains to conceal her convictions. 
| 


Within a few years the town was a j 


verv respectable place, as to size at 
least 
One day a young lawyer put in 


an appearance and announced that he 
had come to grow up with the coun- 
try, lie slopped at the same tavern 
where Miss Abdell was boarding-, and 
they soon became acquainted. 
Klie 


told him all her plans, and then he up- 
set them all by marrying her. They 
lived together 
some .years, 
during 


which time she was a social favorite 
and set the literary q ait of the town. 
Finally there was gossip about town 
which was hushed when either of them 
was near. A good many said that she 
was high tempered and that he could 
not get along with her if he were deaf, 
dumb and blind. They parted and the 
husband was granted a divorce. 


It would not be pertinent to go into 


details, bnt it might be ,said that he is 
now a distinguished United States 
judge, while she is in a poorhouse only 
a few miles from tho spot where her 
college was erected. 
The 
college 


building still stands, but I am sorry to 
say the temple of learning is now a 
combined blacksmith and tinker shop. 
Thus it is that ihe first college in Kan- 
sas, which started out with high hopes, 
is now a place where can be heard the 
vulgar sound of the anvil and tho i-iisp- 
ing noise of suws being iilcd.—Kansas 
City Star.

to enable it to retain a keener impres- 
sion of the vignette there, and it is 
also considerably thicker in the dark 
shadow s of the center letters and be- 
neath the figures at the ends. Coun- 
terfeit notes are invariably of one 
thickness only throughout. The print- 
ing is one 
from electrotypes—the 


figure of Britannia being the design of 
Maclise, the late royal academician- 
after the paper has been first dampened 
with water in the exhausted receiver 
of an air pump. Even the printing ink 
is of a special make and is manufactured 
at the bank. Comparing a genuine 
with a spurious note, one observes 
that the print on the latter is usually 
tintt a with cither blue or brown. 
On the real note it is a very deep shade 
of 
velvety 
black. 
The ink used 


in the plate printing is made of 
Frankfort black, which is composed 
of linseed oil and the charred husks 
and some other portions of Khenish 
grapes. The notes are printed at the 
rate of three thousand an hour on a 
steam press, and the bank issues nine 
millions of them a year, representing, 
roughly, about one billion five hun- 
dred million dollars in hard cash. 
Each note is distinguished from all 
others by the number and date added 
to tlie denomination, and any person 
possessing this information can at the 
bank ascertain to whom the note was 
issued, when it was issued, when it 
was returned to the bank and who pre- 
sented it. The practice of splitting 
bank notes for fraudulent purposes has 
been prevented by the printed surface 
being- alone made to receive the water 
mark. Only the faintest possible trace 
of it would be retained on the split-off 
portion. Each note has thin, rough 
edges, uncut, not to be produced by 
any mode of cutting paper that is not 
made expressly for the purpose. In 
addition to the above 
precautions, 


there are secrets connected with the 
preparation of the pulp from which 
the paper is made, chemical compounds 
being introduced at the time of manu- 
facture, while the water marks are fre- 
quently varied, and even the ink has 
mysterious ingredients introduced into 
it.—Brooklyn Eagle.

(a player much above the average) once 
told Cavendish that he had been study- 
ing his (Cavendish's) book on whist. 
"And I hope your highness found it a 
profitable investment," said the grati- 
fied author. "Oh! no, quite the con- 
trary," was the reply: "since I studied 
the game, I have lost thousands." 
Cavendish supposes this to have been 
a piece of humorous exaggeration on 
the Maharajah's part; but there was 
probably a residuum of truth in the 
remark. When a good player gives up 
a bold and natural style, and binds 
himself down to the rigid system of 
conventional rules advocated by Dr. 
Pole and Cavendish, he is not likely to 
be a winner at the year's end—not, at 
least, on any large scale. Cavendish is 
himself an instance in point, for he 
tells us that in eighteen years' play, 
out of thirty thousand rubbers there 
was only a balance of six hundred and 
twenty-eight in his favor. In other 
words, he was one rubber to the good 
in forty-nine (about two per cent.), or 
one-seventh of a point per rubber. 
This seems a small percentage for a 
first-class player, 
unrivaled in his 


knowledge of the game, even if he 
played always against first-class oppo- 
nents.—Blackwell's Magazine. 


The I.a»t English Duel. 


The last duel—the last fatal one, at 


least—was fought in a field in Maiden 
latie in a solitary part of Kolloway, in 
]843. The district required consider- 
able notoriety front the event. It was 
the duel fought between Col. Fawcett 
and Lieut. Munro. The former was 
killed. The duelists were not only 
brother 
officers; 
they 
were 
also 


brothers-in-law, having married two 
sisters. The coroner's jury, on the in- 
quest, returned a verdict of willful 
murder, not only against Lieut. Munro, 
but against the seconds also. The 
latter, however, were acquitted. Munro 
evaded the hands of justice by seeking 
refuge abroad. Four years later he 
surrendered to take his trial at the Old 
Bailey. lie was found guilty and sen- 
tenced to death. He was, however, 
strongly recommended to mercy, and 
the sentence was eventually commuted 
to twelve months' imprisonment. The 
neighborhood in which this duel was 
fought is no longer solitary; a wide 
thoroughfare, known as the Brecknock 
road,runs through it,ami a rifle-ground 
beside the Brecknock Arms appropri- 
ately indicates the place where the 
final shot was fired.—Cnambers' Jour- 
nal.
